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Ivan H. Loucks Retires 


After 31 years of federal government service, starting as a Radio Inspector 
with the Radio Division of the Department of Commerce in 1931, Ivan H.Loucks, 
W3IGD/K4GD retired as Chief of the Amateur and Citizens Radio Division of the 
FCC on June 30,1965, Ivan started his ham career in 1925 while at the Ro- 
chester Institute of Technology. Ivan graduated from the University of Flor- 
ida with an EF Degree in 1931. After servine as Radio Inspector in Atlanta, 
Ga., Grand Island, Nebr, and Philadelphia, Pa., he was transferred to the 
FCC's Washington office in 1939 where he remained until his retirement, In 
addition to his ham activities, Ivan enlisted in the US Naval Reserve as a. 
radioman in 1920. Ke was on active duty for six years during WW II and served 
in the Pacific area. in 1963, Ivan retired as a Captain, USNR. He has been 
an active OCWA member since 1955 [certificate #965] and now that he has more 
time, no doubt will be more active on the air.

4. The Board directed that a certificate be given to the previous winners of 
the QCWA QSO Party plaque awards, 


5. The Treasurer reported that- QOCWA~ banners- had—been--presented to tie-12 
Chapters that hac qualified te date. Chapters with 50 or more members ar 
eligible for this banner, 
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6. It was decided that the Executive Secretary will process annlications for 
the "S50-Years in Amateur Radio" certificates. A total of 92 OCWA members 
received this award in 1963-1964. 


7. The Board deferred action on the methods of handling membership lists and 

other administrative operations of the Executive Secretary and the Treasurer 

pending further studies of the IBM card method. The Committee under Dr, A.. 

L, Walsh, W2BW, still is investigating the matter of a general office manager 
for administering the operations of the Association, 


8. The Board voted to amend Article II of the By-Laws as follows: 
"Section 1. Each arplicant for membership shall remit an Entry Fee of 
Three Dollars [$3.00] plus Five Dollars [$5.00] for three years dues, 
making a total of Eight Dollars [$8.00] which. shall be returned to him 
or her should the application not be approved, 


Section 2, Oues shali be prepaid to the Treasurer in the amount of Five 
Dollars [55.00] for three years, Ten Dollars [$10,900] for six years, or 
Twenty-Five Dollars [$25.00] for Life Membership." 


$. The Board approved that the Executive Secretary should attend the West Gulf 
ARRL Division Convention in Oklahoma City, Okla, July 9-11,1965 as well as the 
annual Dayton, Ohio Convention in April 1965 in order to further publicize 
QCWA,. The President was authorized to spend up to $200 during 1965 for QCWA 
publicity purposes.

A number cf other matters concerning the welfare of the Association was 
discussed during the meeting but the Soard took no formal action, 


Neeting of June 16, 1965 
The following actions were taken by the Board of Directors at its meeting of 
June 16,1965: 


1. Approved the President's appointment of a Nominating Committee, in accord- 
ance with Article V, Sec. 1 of the By-Laws, comprising George W, Bailey, W2KH, 
Chairman, Tom A, McCann, K2CM, and Dr. A. Le. Walsh, W2BW, to submit names of 
nominees for Officers and Directors for next year. The date of the annual 
meeting was set for October 29, 1945, 


2. The President reported that answers from all 24 Chapters as well as from 
many members had been received to his letter of Aoril 9, 1965 concerning FCC 
Docket No, 15928 on incentive licensing for the Amateur Service. In general, 
most respondents agreed that present holders of the Advance Class license 
should be given the proposed Amateur First Class without examination and that 
the class of operator's license should be designated in the call letter assign- 
ment. Many opposed the proposed call letter assignments that would entail 

the loss of their present three letter calls when they qualified for the 
Amateur Extra Class or Amateur First Class licenses. 


3. After considerable discussion, the Board voted 7 to 3 to submit comments 
on behalf of QCWA to the FC in Docket No. 15928. 


4%, The Board, after detailed analysis of all factors, voted to authorize the 
—~—sgubmissiton of ‘the following” comments-to-the FCC:—- - 


[lL] We concur in the general principle of incentive Licensing. 

{2} The Amateur Extra Class license should be continued, 

{3] Present holders of the Advanced Class license who also have held 
amateur station license continucusly since July 11,1932, be given 
the prorosed Amateur First Class license without examination, 

{4%] Present holders of Advanced Class license who also have heid 
Amateur station license continuously prior to July 1, 1932, be 
given the Amateur Extra Class license without examination, 

[5] Amateur Extra Class licensees and proposed Amateur First Class 
licensees may retain their present assigned station call signs 
upon request as long as they reside in their present FCC call number 
district,
